And so 1 think
the question comes up which advisory committee and which.. _.which
groups do we listen to here in terms of how is this going to be
done? What if the region...one of the region community health
advisory groups and divisions says it shouldn"t be done this way
in our region, and the advisory committee of LB 148 says, yeah,
it should be done that way? 1 hope you can see the conflict
that is anticipated here. In any event, it"s the last thing
111 say about it. | just wanted to bring all of this to your
attention because | think it"s worthy of public policy debate,
serious public policy debate, and I hope you"ll give it a great
deal of serious thought. Thank you.
